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AMERICA REDISCOVERS THE BICYCLE 


This country is currently experiencing a phenome- 
nal renaissance of interest in the bicycle. Especially 
is this true among our adults. 

Historically, cycling was a popular pastime for 
many grownups prior to the turn ofthecentury. How- 
ever, the activity lost its fascination after the advent 
of the Model T. From then on till the mid-60’s, it 
became generally a childhood interest. Now, in spite 
of, and possibly because of, the automobile the nation 
is turning once again to this two-wheeled muscle- 
powered form of locomotion and loving it. 

Cyclists out to prove a point rode their bicycles 
to work, pitting their travel time against that of the 
auto and the bus. They rode through congested down- 
town streets during peak traffic hours and succeeded 
in showing that the bicycle was able to move faster 
between home and office in heavy traffic than was the 
bus or the family car, It was an exhilarating experi- 
ence to discover for themselves that astride a bike 
they could move along while all the other vehicles 
could only stagnate, 

Now, overnight, it seems every adult American 
under 60 wants to ride a bicycle. Bicycles are now 
to be seen everywhere. Dealers cannot keep up with 
the increasing demand. 

_ Public and private agencies are now beginning to 
give their attention to the growing political demands 
of this new cycling element among the electorate. At 
first shrugged off as a passing fad, the overwhelming 
move to the bicycle as a viable mode of transportation 
has belatedly convinced those in position of authority 
that the bike is here to stay and must be taken seriously.

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The more than 65,000,000 cyclists in America are 
creating new business and traffic problems while at 
the same time providing solutions to old ones. 

Traffic-wise the problems are calling for solu- 
tions on every hand. The auto and bicycles do not 
provide the most compatible traffic mix. Asa, result, 
parks and highway departments throughout the nation 
are turning to marked off bike lanes and traffic signs 
on the city streets and bicycle paths through existing 
parks, along waterways, and parallel to many highways. 

Systems of bike trails are now being designed and 
built to permit the cyclist to take. full advantage of 
his newfound mobility. 

A person on a bicycle has far more opportunity 
for observing nature at close hand than does the 
motorist. As a result, many cyclists arenow becom- 
ing more conscious of pollution than ever before and 
are demanding the cleanup and restoration of the 
streams and parkways along which they pedal. De- 
spoiled nature is now receiving attention where before 
it went unnoticed. 

Locally, the Washington Metropolitan Council of 
Governments (COG) has taken an interest in the matter 
and has prepared a set of standards and guidelines 
for the design, use, and management of recreation 
trails. 

The Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Au- 
thority is making a plea for bicycle transportation to 
and from projected transit stations. 

The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR) has rec- 
ommended twenty-five miles of bicycling trails for 
each community of 50,000 residents to provide more 
safety for the cyclist. 

The Department of Transportation (DOT) has in- 
formed the states that money from the highway trust 
fund can be used for the construction of bicycle paths 
in conjunction with Federally funded highway projects. 
That means 90% Federal financing (10% State) for bike 
trails along inter-state highways. In making this de- 
termination, John Volpe, Secretary of Transportation, 
has been quoted as saying, ‘‘I don’t consider bicycles 
a gimmick or a fad. As far as I am concerned, bikes 
have equal rights with automobiles on our city streets.”’ 

In the District of Columbia, the Smithsonian Plan 
calls for setting up a series of bicycle arteries that 
will permit the bicycle to take its place alongside 
the auto. | 

The National Park Service has already built a 
bike path alongside of Rock Creek Drive through the 
park, providing a safe route for the commuting cyclist 
on his way to work. 

Many downtown parking establishments have now 
added bicycle parking to their service and Hertzis now 
offering Rent-a-Bike service in certain cities. 

This phenomenon is one of the most encouraging 
ecological developments which we have yet seen. It 
gives great promise for the future in reduction of air 
pollution. It promises, too, a general improvement 
in the health of our citizens along with a rise in the 
quality of the environment. Viva la bike!
